Kernels Among Cuts by 
Transcontinental Lines. 


—— 


Freight rate reductions made by 
transcontinental carriers were an- 
nounced yesterday by ithe South- 
ern Pacific Company. These re- 
ductlons applying to eastbound 
and westbound traffic and to trans- 
continental import and domestic 
business. range as high as 50 per 
cent and will be made effective 
aus soon as concurrence is obtained 
from lines east of Chicago and 
the Mississippi River. 

Among the important reductions 
from eastern points to the Pacific 
Coast are copper wire and cable. 
23 per cent; pole line construction 
‘materials, 23 per cent; bathtubs. 
22 per cent: tin cans and pails, 
14 per cent; asbestos roofing.

That Madalynne had every in- 
tention of being in the city at 
7 p.m., the night Kennedy was 
shot was the testimony of Miss 
Lillian Joslyn, who was in Mrs.
